liver than we are inclined to believe, 
and we owe more to jt in health, usefulness 
fand pleasure than we think, Many great minds 
have been occupied with its beauty, power 
and. mystery right down the ages,

All natural colour can be summed up in the 
rainbow, and indoors in the epectrum or hand 
OF coloured light produced by allowing a ray 
Tight to pase through a prism, which «plies up 
the white ight into its constituents, red, orange 
yellow, green, blue, and violet, red having the 
Tongest ‘wave-length and violet the shortest 
Most minds now jump to Sir Isaac Newton, 
just as they may have thought af Turner, the 
English: painter, when artists and colour were 
mentioned. 

Since, and, no doubt, before, the advent of 
Noah's Ark, the rainbow has been visible in 
the heavens, when the sun shining brilliantly on

homogeneous, but consists of several different

‘The very thought ie 
terrifying, yet I have heard people say they are 
‘not interested and it means nothing to them. 


How to Study the Subject. 

Haw can we begin the study of colour? By 
starting with the spectrum band, and realizing 
that it can bo dealt with intellectually.
